Our nowHpaper datos from England 
aro to tho 7lh and corrospondoiieo Ui 
tho 1-nh July. N o.xt to tho Europe an 
war, thu rosignation of tho Liberal 
Ministry and tho roconBtniclioii of the 
Derby Cabinet occupied tho groatcnt 
sharo of public attention. Thovotcian 
was terming hiaplalaux purely (roni iho 
Tory ranks, Earl GroHVcnor, Iah-iI 
Elcho, MrLowo, Mr IIorKoman and 
othors having doclinod to array theni- 
solvoH against tho late Minitttry, whom 
thuy had suucoedod in ousting merely 
for their oxtromo radical proclivities. 
Tho list of names furnished by the 
Scotsman, which wo rocontly publirih~ 
ed, was inoorreot ia somo importanv 
partioalars. So far as could be ascer- 
tained at latest dates irom authentic 
Boaroos, the Earl of Carnai*vonis tho 
new Secretary for tho Colonies, Lord 
Cranborno being Indian Secretary, 
Lord Stanley, tho Premier's son, bo 
oomes Foreign Secretary, in lieu oi 
Mr Gathorno Hardy, who is appointed 
President of the Poor Law Board. 
The Duke of Montrose, and not Lord 
Cotobestor, is Postmaster Generul. 
Mr Waipolo holds the keys of tbo 
Home Office ; Sir Stafford Northeoto 
becomes President of tho Board of 
Trade ; Mr Henley, Cbanceller of tbo 
Duchy of Lancaster. Tbo Marquis of 
Aberoorn, and not Lord Malmesbury, 
goes to Ireland as Lord Lieutenant, 
the latter nobleman being Lord of tho 
Piivy Seal, and the Duke of Bucking-- 
ham, Lord President of the Privy 
Council. Mr Adderley's name is nut 
mentioned, but may possibly bo- 
come one of tho Under Secretaries. 
Sir E. B. Lytton is to be Baron Ly ttop 
of Knebworth — and the last of tho 
Barons. Tho Postmaster General, it 
is said, is not to have a seat in the 
Cabinet. The selection is generally 
approved by the country, and con^ 
sidered to exhibit on tho whole a 
strong personnel. It is a signiflcant 
fact that all who had gone to their 
constituents, with tho exception of 
Mr Patton, Lord Advocate, and mem- 
ber for Bridgowator, had been re- 
turned without opposition. ■ AVe c;in 
only afford spaco on tho prcHonL 
occasion to allude to tbo now Hcc- 
rotary of State for tho Colonies.

Wo Icnow th.it certain, of our 
importers pi'ofor doing buisnoss with 
A^ietoria, bur, the}- arc in many oasoa 
dotorrcd from acting upon thoso pro- 
foroncos because of the fact that tliey 
are often disappointed in. having their 
orders filK;d. Vietoiia raorchant.s Siavo 
many privileges, and inilueoinonts aro 
fiullicieiit, one would riU])poao, to enable 
tlioni to keep eoublaiitly on hand stock.s 
from whicli .^elociions caa bu made by 
tho trader not only of California, but 
Oregon. Yet in several ca.soa orders 
which have gone from this city havo 
been rctuniod without being tilled If 
there over was a time when tlio people 
of Victoria should take a deep interest 
in all matters connected with tho trade 
of Oregon, it is now, wiiilo they oiijoy 
with us tho abundant facilities for speedy 
tran.-portation offered by tho I'ideli- 
ter, and the merchant thoro should be 
prepared to lill the orders ho receives, 
of whatever amount, with despatch. 
Thoro is nothing now in tho way of 
preventing a trallio of conaid.irablo 
inaLTnitudo from springing into a per- 
maiient e:;i.Uence fiL'twoen the two 
jihu'cs, ill ca.so tho eii'ort.s to obtain it 
are united ami baseil upon liberal 
grounds. While the press of Victoria
